The 
competitions form part 
of the ‘London Prepares’ series 
of Olympic and Paralympic 
test events. 

The Handball Arena is close 
to the western boundary of the 
Olympic Park, within Hackney. It 
seats 6,000 spectators and will be 
used for sporting, community and 
music events after the Games.

opportunity to some 
inventive proposals that 
might need considerable 
work, while others could be 
finished products requiring 
only slight adaptation. 

During the race, 
organisers IC tomorrow, 
Digital Shoreditch, and 
the Council will enable 
the final 40 competitors 
to pitch to a network of 
mentors and investors to 
help develop the software. 

The apps will then 
have to be ready by next 
April for members of 
IC tomorrow’s online 
platform to test them out. 

Once finished, they will 
be judged by a panel of 


tech sector peers, and the 
winners announced at next 
year’s Digital Shoreditch 
Festival in the summer. 

Next year, the borough 
will see an unprecedented 
number of visitors, 
including 20,000 
unaccredited non-sports 
journalists and people from 
outside Hackney making 
use of friends and family 
connections to visit. The 
apps will help them find 
out everything they could 
possibly want to know 
about the area.

Google - 

Internet giant’s Shoreditch base 

GOOGLE has announced plans to set up a base in 
Shoreditch. 

The internet giant has signed a lease for a seven-storey 
building on Bonhill Street to provide office space and 
assistance to start-up technology firms. Google added the 
building would also host talks and product demonstrations. 
However, the Californian company said that it was not 
planning to move its UK headquarters - currently in 
Victoria -to the area. 

David Singleton, Google UK’s engineering director, said: 
“Finding a suitable building is the first major step, and we 
hope to announce more details about the organisations 
we’ll work with and how they will use the space in the 
coming months. 

“East London is already home to hundreds of innovative 
British start-ups, and has huge potential for economic 
growth and new jobs over the coming years.” 

The area surrounding Old Street roundabout - dubbed 
‘Tech City’ - has become an internationally renowned hub 
for technology companies.

Facilities will include 
a football pitch and 
basketball court. 

Work on the £150,000 
project is set to be 
finished within weeks, 
then the hard surface of 
older facilities, which 
fell into disuse, will be 
returned to grass, and 
additional trees and 
plants sown to improve 
the park landscape. 

Cllr Jonathan McShane, 


Cabinet Member for 
Health, Social Care 
and Culture, said: “The 
new games area in 
London Fields will give 
the community a much 
needed sporting facility. 

“I’m sure it will be well 
used by young people and 
sports teams alike.” 

Teams or individuals 
will be able to book the 
games area in advance. 
Floodlights will be 


available until 9pm each 
night at a cost of £10 
per hour.

T HERE is always 
something funny 
going on around 
Amhurst Road, 
says Carol Waller. 

“Day-to-day jokes with 
customers and friends, 
a man walking naked in 
the street. Yes naked,” 
she nods. The long-time 
Hackney stallholder really 
has seen it all. 

Her family have been 
familiar faces around 
Hackney Central for 
more than 75 years, since 
her late father set up a 
shellfish stall on Bohemia 
Place. The business grew, 
with further stalls in 
Bethnal Green and Brick 
Lane that ran for 65 years. 

After a exploiting a 
contractual loophole in 
the 1960s when Hackney 
Central station was being 
built, her father was 
offered the white roofed, 


brick unit where the 
family has traded from 
ever since. 

Carol says: “We’ve 
a good rapport with 
customers and have a 
good laugh. There’s a 
lot of regulars and some 
people have been coming 
here for almost 50 years, 
since Dad was still 
working here.” 

“The best thing about 
working here is definitely 
all the people,” adds 
husband Martyn, who 
lived in Hackney for 
45 years. 

“We know a lot of our 
customers, and are always 
asking about each others’ 
families,” says Carol. 

Today the couple sell 
fruit most weekdays, while 
seafood on Saturdays 
remains their most 
popular business. 

“We also give unpaid 


tourist information,” 
jokes Martyn, before the 
interview is interrupted - 
by somebody asking 
for directions. 

“We get a lot of 
youngsters on Saturdays 
who have never seen 
live seafood before, so 


we always spend time 
explaining what things 
are,” he says. And 
sometimes adults need 
some help too. Carol 
remembers one customer 
who was pinched by a live 
crab when he picked it up 
to examine it. She laughs: 


“He must have jumped 20 
feet in the air.” 

Carol joined the family 
business as a teenager in 
the 1970s and took over 
from her father in the 
early 1980s. 

“There were queues 25 
yards long just for eggs, 
and another 25 yards long 
for seafood,” says Martyn, 
who joined her on the stall 
six years ago. 

“But tastes and the way 
people shop change; now 
there’s big supermarkets 
so the days of those big 
queues are over. 

“We do things 
differently but we think 
we offer a better service 
than the big stores,” 
says Carol. 

Fortunately the couple 
had a day off during the 
August riots and their stall 
remained undamaged, 
but they were filmed by 


TV crews when Mayor of 
London, Boris Johnson, 
and Labour party leader, 
Ed Milliband spoke to 
them during a visit to the 
borough soon after. 

“A few people spotted 
us on TV and had a 
laugh at us about it. The 
politicians spoke about 
the riots and that Carol is 
distantly related to best- 
selling horror writer James 
Herbert [who is the son 
of a Bethnal Green stall- 
holder],” says Martyn. 

“Yes we’re second 
cousins. Though it’d be 
nice being a bit closer 
to him,” Carol smiles, 
crossing her fingers.

Can 
you just leave them open? It would be much easier. 


A: Recycling bins have small openings to make sure the 
contents are not tampered with. 

In the past when lids have been left open, non-suitable 
materials have been mixed with recycling. 

Over the summer, residents living in estates and high- 
rise properties were issued with a re-useable orange bag 
which can be placed in 
the kitchen and used 
to carry items to the 
nearest recycling bank.

Shoreditch and Brick Lane 

A TOUR of homelessness in the capital is 
not high on your typical London itinerary. 
But this autumn, residents and tourists 
will be offered a view of the city that goes 
beyond the grandeur and glitz of West End 
facades. 

Devised by ‘The Sock Mob’, a volunteer 
network engaging with the London’s 
homeless, Unseen Tours host a range of 
walks around the city that combine history 
and culture with the grittier aspects of life 
in the capital. As well as walks in the iconic 
tourist districts like Mayfair, Covent Garden 
and London Bridge, the group now offers 
two tours in Brick Lane and Shoreditch. 
Homelessness can be seen throughout 
London’s boroughs and the Unseen Tours 
highlight the paradox between the city’s 
extreme wealth and less frequently seen, 
extreme poverty. The Sock Mob trains 


homeless guides to weave their personal 
stories into the historical narrative of their 
walks, but as well as a reality-check, the 
tours aim to provide participants with an 
entertaining perspective on the capital.

Pond life 


L ittle of 

Hackney’s rural 
past still survives 
today, though one 
reminder can be found in 
the form of Clapton Pond. 

The pond is said to have 
been originally dug in 
the early 1600s during 
the reign of James I, 
but there are no records 
to substantiate this. 
Whenever it was created, 
the pond would have been 
a good watering place 
for livestock and horses, 
and was probably also a 
domestic water supply. 

The pond was used as 
a reservoir in the early 
1700s, when Francis 
Tyssen, Lord of the Manor 
of Hackney, became 
involved in the Hampstead 
Aqueduct Company’s plan 
to supply London with 
water. 

Between 1707 and 1709, 
Tyssen built a waterworks 
at Jeremy’s Ferry near Lea 
Bridge, where water was 
raised from the river and 
transferred to Clapton 
through pipes or a wooden 
conduit, after which it was 
fed to households through 


wooden pipes. 

The works failed 
following the death of 
Tyssen’s son in 1717. 
There were a number of 
schemes over the years 
to restore the system, the 
most successful being in 
1760, which brought the 
reservoir back into use 
again until 1833, during 
which time it seems to 
have been expanded into 
three distinct ponds. 

The middle pond was 
eventually filled in and 
appears as a paddock on 
a map from 1861. Now 
in private ownership, the 
ponds were surrounded by 
white fences and mature 


trees, but the area was 
neglected so much that 
trees became dangerous 
and had to be felled. 

The remaining ponds 
were drained in 1895, 
with the intention of filling 
them in. However, the site 
was saved in 1898 when 
it was bought by Hackney 
Vestry (the form of local 
government at that time) 
and converted into public 
gardens. One pond was 
retained, surrounded 
by a gravel path and 
flower beds, crossed by 
a bridge, and containing 
miniature islands. New 
trees were planted which 
quickly grew up to create 
' —

a refreshing oasis in the 
middle of a busy street. 

The Hackney Vestry 
Annual Report stated that 
‘The Pond and Paddocks, 
which have for years past 
been in a very neglected 
condition, and an object 
of dilapidation, are now 
under the direction of the 
Public Gardens and Open 
Spaces Committee, being 
converted into a very fine 
ornamental garden and 
open space, one of the 
most pleasing features 
of which will be the 
laying out of the old Pond 
as a charming stretch 
of water.’ 

When Hackney Vestry 
was replaced by Hackney 
Borough Council in 1901, 
care of the pond fell into 
the hands of London 
County Council, although 
it was eventually passed 
back to Hackney in 1962. 


The layout of the 
pond and park was 
then remodelled, and in 
the late 1970s the park 
was re-landscaped and 
replanted, but over the 
years there were fewer 
resources for maintaining 
the site and it gradually fell 
into disrepair again. 

In 2002, the Clapton 
Pond Neighbourhood 
Action Group was 
formed and work was 
undertaken in partnership 
with London Borough of 
Hackney to restore the 
pond and park. Funds

for improvements were 
raised and a new bridge, 
fountain and play area 
were installed. 

Today Clapton Pond is 
once again a focal point for 
the community which has 
worked hard to preserve it, 
a small but precious green 
space within an urban 
environment which has 
won a prestigious national 
Green Flag award for the 
last three years running.
